UNIQUE POW-WOW 


Manitoba Indians Pass Reso- 
eee to Guard Against 
ire. 


Probably nowhere else in Canada is 
there a stronger co-operative spirit 
in forest fire protection than has 
been developed by the Chief Fire 
Ranger of the Dominion Government 
among the rangers, Indians, trap- 


pers and packers of the Northern 
Manitoba Tire District. The work 


among the Indians has been  espec- 
dally beneficial, for in the past they 
; Were notoriously careless, especially 
in leaving camp-fires burning. But, 
largely owing to the energy and in- 
itiative of the Chief Ranger, the 
-attitude of the Indians has been 
changed from one of indifference to 
one of keen interest, so much so, 
that that ollicial writes: ‘‘The con. 
‘servation of the forests has become 
as red-hot a topic out here as real 
jestate in the West.’’ 


Recently, when treaty-money was 
being paid to the Indians at Cross 
sake, a special council miecting, of 
seventy-five to cighty Indians was 
called, at which an animated discus- 
‘sion of forest fire protection took 
lace. The Chief Ranger writes :— 
‘While the meeting was in progress, 
‘the Indian Agent and

The bot- 
tle contained pure strychnine, the 
large can table salt and strychnine, 
sugar bowl sugar and strychnine, | 
and the pepper can pepper and 
strychnine. The salt contained 2 per 
cent. of strychnine, the pepper 1 per 
cent., and the sugar three-tenths per 
cent. of strychnine.. Tf the ingre-! 
dients had been evenly mixed, they 
would have proved dangerous, but in 
their present state any ane was like- 
ly to receive'a fatal dose. He fur-' 
there stated that one one-fourth 
grain would be a fatal dose. 

Lily Parr, being sworn, said she 
was the wife of John Parr, farmerc 
and she lived two miles south of 
Castor.

seeds than allowed under the Act.

The fire started about half past 
seven o'clock in the evening, and it 
is thought to have originated in the 
hay loft through some unknown 
reason. Some of the employees were 
in the office of the livery, but the 
fire ggjned considerable headway be- 
fore they noticed that the building 
was ablaze. Tt was after two 
o'clock this morning when the fire 
was extinguished.

- Several. years-.ago, at 2 conference 


the question: drawer,-and amongst 
others was this, asked by a-gentle- 
man ‘at’ the rear ‘of: the ‘chureh: 
“Will Mrs, - Barney’; Kindly explain 
what the white ‘ribbon ought He 
mean to the women:who wear it?’ 

I had been wearing: our badge for 
years, and should have said it is the 
mark that we: belong:to the great 
union of women ‘who. are’ working 
“For God and Home and Every 
Land.”’ 

But the question, what it ought to 
mean to us individually, struck me 
as something more. There went 
from my heart. a quick ca,] for, en- 
lightenment, and the Spirit answer- 
ed. I never had any doubt of that, 
for I never wanted to change a word 
of the message which was given to 
me at that time. I said, Yes, 
will tell you. (1) It ought to mean 
purity—purity of ‘thought, word and 
deed that goes deep, goes into every 
part of our life; for it is the 
‘‘pure in heart who shall see God.”’ 
Surely we wish for that. (2) It 


ought to mean consecration; not 
merely to the temperance cause. J] 
never knelt beside a woman and ask- 
ed her to consecrate herself to tem- 
perance. If she were to do that 
merely, she would be'one of the peo- 
ple who make the ‘work odious ; she 
would let her elbows hit: others,: and 
in her ‘‘zeal without knowledge” 
really hinder the work. When a 
woman consecrate herself to Christ, 
with the purpose to do His will, if 
she gets close to Him, she will sco 
with Him the great need of temper- 
ance work at this time, and she will 
bring her consecration to bear upon 


it. (3) It ought to mean helpful- 
ness—helpfulness to- all who need 
our help, high and low, rich and 


poor. I like to think our white rib- 
bon puts us at the disposal of all; 
it gives us new light on the ‘‘every 
creature’’ to whom we are sent. 
Many of our women have halted by 
a call like this: ‘‘Mrs. White Rib- 
bon, stop a minute.’’ Followers of 
Him, ‘‘who went about. doing good.”’ 
When I had said these things I 
stopped, but only for an instant, for 
there. was given another thought : 
(4) It ought to mean loyalty, first 
to Christ and the work he has com- 
mitted to us, then loyalty to each 
other. I like to think the spirit of 
the whiteribbon wipes out questions 


of creeds, color, class distinctions, 
nationalities, etc., and makes us 
“one in Christ Jesus.”’ How 


thoughtful we should be of each 
other; how careful in our words ; 
how tender in our dealings. ‘‘By 
this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples. 

Purity, consecration, 
and loyalty—surely enough for 
little ribbon to mean. 

I used to forget my badge some- 
times before this rendering was giv- 
en me; but that day I knelt. down, 
and on my knees tied on a fresh 
ribbon, with the words, ‘‘O Christ, I 
wear this for Thee ; make it a_ wit- 
ness to those who see it that I am 
seeking to carry out Thy commis- 
sion; may it help others to be true, 
and lead them to a fresh consecra- 
tion to Thy service.’?’ Amen.

PROTECT THE YOUNG WOMAN. 


That dangers stand thick through 
all the country to carry girls down 
into the terrible underworld is an 
awful fact. The woman whose child- 
hood was protected, who had edu- 
cational advantages, and_ social 
standing, whose mother and father 
and brothers protected her from the 
least approach of familiarity with 
evil in any form, knows little of the 
tempters she mects and the traps 
laid for the feet of her less fortunate 
sisters. 

Tf one would know of these things 
—and we would that every Christian 
wife and mother did know with what 
persistent and cold-blooded efforts 
downfall of unprotected girls is 
planned-=talk with some of the prave 
women who stand at the head of our 
public institutions having for their 
obiect the aiding of those who have 
lost their grip, numbers of whom 
have been more sinned against than 
sinning. 

Into one of our institutions in 
Toronto there came a young respec- 
table-looking girl, who exclaimed, 


when she saw the Superintendent, 
“Will you take me in?’’ On being 
told she was welcome to all they 
could do for her, she replied, ‘Well, 
it was either here or the Bay.” 
What was her story? A young 
country girl met a man, a commer- 
cial traveller, it is supposed. He 
frequently visited the town, and 
often accompanicd her to Sunday 


School and prayer meeting. An en- 
gagement ensucd. One day a little 
outing ‘‘up the line’? was taken. He 
suggested it would be a joke to get 
quictly married now, and say noth- 
ing about. it until he was ready to 
take her from her parent's home. In 
a weak moment she consented, 

The time came when it was neces- 
sary to write to the supposed hus- 
band that their seeret could not be 
kept. much longer. He sent for her 
to mect him. in a Toronto — hotel. 
There he joined her. After some 
conversation he explained that ho 
must leave her for an hour or. so, 
ao in some way getting possession 

f her ani he went out. 


Ts it to ia wandered at that this for- 
saken vietim of a falso marriage felt 
it impossible to face the home town 
again.

[RAISIN ‘STANDARD 
OF ESKIMO LIFE 


Children of Far North. Seemed Beyond 


Hope, But Gradually: Reformed 
After Years of Work 
“The ‘first attempt at Christlanizing 
the: Eskimos at Herschel Island, where 
their. chief settlements are Altuated, 
was undertaken 1: °1:70 by Rev. W. C. 
Bompas,‘.Who Jater- became Bishop of 
the diocese of ‘Mackenzie River, says 
Mr..C.:B. Whittaker, who has been 
working in the -Mackenzle River dls- 
trict since 1895. It would be difficult 
to: find a more degraded people than 
these to whom Mr. Bompas went: He 
found they were addicted to lying, 
stealing and stabbing.: “They prac- 
tised*heathen dances, songs and con- 
juring, spells and charms. Their re- 
ligion was very crude, being vague 
Ideas of a spirit of evil, related to 
cold and death, amenable to exorcism 
at times, and a less definite idea of a 
good spirit, in relation with the sun.” 

As regards their dwellings, Mr. 
Bompas wrcte as follows to a friend: 

“Go_to the nearest well-to-do farmer 
and spend a night in his pig-sty and 
this is exactly like life with the Es- 
kimos. The difficulty you would have 
in crawling or wriggling into the sty 
through a hole only large enough for 
a pig was exactly my case with their 
houses. As to the habits of your 
companions, the advantage would 
Probably be on the side of the pigs 
and the safety of the position de- 
cidedly so.” 

Mr. Bompas was reticent regarding 
the prevailing customs of the tribe, 
but other observers report a shock- 
ing state of immorality, infanticide. 
polygamy and werse, while an utter 
disregard of life and property charac- 
terized them. 


Impreved Their Habits 


, This was the only direct attempt 
made to Christianize the tribe for 
twenty years, as Mr. Bompas never 


returned to them, but a gradual change ! 
came over them from observing the, 


habits of the missionaries and Hud- 
son’s Bay Company officials at For. 
McPherson, as well as the Indians 
who were now largely Christianized, 
and the grossest practices died out 
with the pa:aing of the older gener 
ations. During the latter part of this 
period an immigration from Alaska 
took place of some members cf an- 
other tribe, and, while now they no 
longer flaunted their immoralities be- 
fore the public, within their own vil 
lages they became more degraded thar 
ever. 

When the next serious attempt tc 
Christianize these people was mad: 
In 1892 by Rev. Isaac O. Stringer, c 
Wycliffe College, Toronto, he’ found 
a difficulty to contend with which had 
not been met with by his predecessors 
to any great cxtent. This was the 
appalling result which contact wih 
non-Christian “civilization” now began 
to have on the people. From 489; 
onward from:ten to twenty-five ships 
@ year cruised in the Arctic, and ten 
to fifteen frequently passed the wi:- 
ter in the harbor at Herschel !sland 
The average crew of these ships was 
about forty men, and neither officcrs 
nor men seemed to consider them- 
selves under any restraint in their 
relations with the Eskimos. 

Wallowed in Drink 


Mr. Whittaker tells of having scenr 
a sober population within an hour 
after the arrival of a whaling ship 
turned into a howling bedlam of drun- 
In 
addition to this, the officers and men 
not only by their example oppesed 
the work of the Mission, but ridiculed 
and belittled the teaching of the mi3- 
sionaries. 

Very slowly the influence of the 
Mission grew, chiefly through tne 
work of the schools for children and 
men which were established. Finally 
in 1906 Mr. Whittaker was forced tc 
leave Herschel Island, and in doing 
so he left the service books with the 
headseman of the Island, who with his 
young kinsmen alone had shown any 
signs of conversion, and this man 
promised to hold services every Sun- 
day for those who would come. Lik: 
80 many other cases where people 
have been thrown on their own re- 
sources the result was satisfactory in 
the highest degree, for they maintain- 
ed the services without a break for 
six years with only occasional visits 
from missionaries tn that time. 

Influence of Missions 

When Bishop Stringer in 1909 went 
to the Village of Kittigagyuit, where 
his earliest labors had been, th: 
change that had come over the na 
tives was astounding. He found them 
no longer careless but anxious no’ 
only to learn but to practice what was 
taught them. The first baptism amonz 
these people took place on this visi: 
and was followed by several others, 
and in the year 1910 one hundred anc 
thirteen became Christians. 

An idea of the marvelous change 
which had taken place will be gained 
when It is stated that no case of theft 
had been heard of for years. Besides 
this the last murder was committed 


nine years ago and that murderer lves 


now without fear of vengeance. 
fanticide ceased; polygamy is aban- 
doned, and lying extremely rare. The 
weekly bath has become an _ institu- 
tlon, besides daily washing, and in 
place of their foul igloos, they have 
well ventilat huts, with three to 
eight times the air space afforded by 
the old dwellings, while the doors no 
longer open Into a passage filled with 
dogs, but give access to the free air. 
It is interesting to note that Dr. Wil- 
son, assistant surgeon to the R.N.W. 
M.P., says that he does not consider 
more than 2 per cent. of the Eskimos 
are tubercular, an extraordinarily 
small number considering the weaken- 
ed condition of the race, owing to their 
contact with the whalers, and the 
diseases introduced by the latter.

The Aborigines of Australia 


The aborigines of Australia are of a 
distinct race from that which in- 
habits the Indian Archipelago, and 
are black, with some alight variety of 
shade from brown- black to jet. Their 
hair {s curly, but is not the crisp wool 
of the negro. Their faces are well 
developed broad at the base; thelr 
lips less protruding than those of the 
negro. Their bodies are deficient in 
muscularity and strength, but are 
capable of great endurance. It fs 
said that they readily adopt European 
habits. These natives seldom build 
huts or other fixed dwellings, but 
use a8 a shelter a strip of bark or a 
large bough. Tho Australian abor- 
igines are said to be rapidly decrons- 
{ng {n number, and It is thought that 
many years will not elapse before they 
aro extinot.

The first case was that of Alfred 
Main, charged with the murder of 
Robert Metcalf near Coronation on 
the 9th of June last. .

Geo. B. Harrison, 18 years old, 
who was found guilty of stealing a 
motor ‘ear at Innisfail, and resisting 
arrest by shooting, was brought up 
for sentence.

Arrangements 
have been made to hold periodical 
examinations through the Associated 
Board of Directors of the Royal 
Academy and Trinity College of 
Music of London, England. Pupils 
will also be prepared for Canadian 
examinations if desired. “At- 
flomes’’ will be given periodically, 
and pupils will also be prepared for 
platform concert work. They have a 
special method for beginners which 
ix most successful, having over 500 
eases of graduations to their credit.

Dominion in the person. of 
Percy .Hardity, who was a 
when the Rev. Robt. Pearson ° first 
broke into the game. According to 
what wé saw of the game, it is not 
always too hard to ‘‘come back,” 
for Hardity played a great game, 


his kicking being well timed and 
good. There was a great crowd 
present to’see the game, _ special 


trains being run from both Calgary 
and Edmonton, the latter city 
bringing the greatest ‘number, al- 
though it was questionable 
if they made agreater noise’ than 
the Calgary boosters. A large num- 
ber of Red Deer peoplé also turned 
out. to witness the game, their sym- 


puthics being divided between the 
two teams, apparently the greater 
part being in sympathy with the 


Eskimos. Secarcelty any of the local 
people present had ever seen a rugby 
match ‘played under the Alberta rul- 
es, conseqtiently no one was able to 
follow the game as they should do 
to get any real enjoyment out of 
it. Those who. knew rugby at. all 
had been used to the British _codo, 
which is much more open and scién- 
tific, combining speed and- combina- 
tion with strength, the result being 
a very open game, which would 
naturally appeal more to the spec- 
tators and create more enthusiasm 
among them. The game as played 
here is of the close variety, the men 
appearing to rely more on: physical 
force to break through or a long 
kick forward. The catching too, was 
very poor, which brought forth some 
rude. remarks from baseball players. 
It is probable that the players 
themselves gather very much more 
enjoyment from the game than the 
spectators, but our impresston is 
that if the rules were made so that 
the game would be played more open 
it would become more popular. At 
present, it is of too individual a 
character. While force seemed to be 
the main factor, it is not to be in- 
ferred for one moment that there 
was anv dirty play, because — there 
was not. One. man got a rib broken, 
but that is likely to happen in any 
fame, and purely accidental, too. 
It was surprising how few people 
seemed to know the score as_ the 


game progressed. All kinds of 
points were credited to cach team, 
evtn the daily papers differing on 


the question. The referee, however, 
gave us the final count 10-7, so we 
presume that was right.
